At 3p. m., the 
sacrament of the Lord’s supper was admin- 
stered. Inthe evening Rev. C. E. Somer- 
set addressed the English congregation 
from Jeremiah xxu, 27. 

An interesting part of the programme 
consisted in an address by Rev. John 
Nelson on industrial school work,aad an ad- 
dress in English by two of the pupils from 
Red Deer industria! school, both of White 
Fish lake. Prejudices against the school 
are dying out, and voluntary offers are now 
being made to send more children to Red 
Deer. 

On the last day of the meeting the chair- 
man preached in English on ‘ The Gospel 
as I found it at the World’s Fair,” and Rev. 
O. German lectured in Cree to ‘‘ Young 
men and women.” 

In these annual gatherings Indian repre- 
sentatives are chosen from the mission, one 
for each minister, and take part in discus- 
sions with voting privileges. The elected 
delegates to conterence from the district 
are: On the stationing committee, and 
the Sabbath school committee. Rev. E. B. 
G'ass and C.E. Somerset, respectively. Lay 
dele mtes, J. A. Dean, and J. W. Butler. 
E. b. Glass was elected sccretary of the 
district. 

The teacher from White Fish lake, Miss 
Featherston, presided at the organ.

A meeting of the farmers and butter 
makers of the district convened in Telford & 
Co’s store here on Saturday at 7 p. m., for 
the purpose of negotiating with the Edmon- 
ton Butver and Cheese Mfg. association. R. 
T. Telford, chairman. Messcs. R. McKer- 
nan and R. Dinwoodie, from Edmonton, 
were present and addressed the meeting, 
giving the many advantages of and superior 
demand for creamery butter over dairy. 
After the question was duly discussed, it 
was finally decided to appoint a committee 
to canvass the district for patrons, in order 
to establish a creaming station. The associ- 
ation requires about 100 cows within a 
radius of about six miles of the village. As 
the question of creamery butter versus dairy 
has in the last few years been worn thread- 
bare all over the continent, it is now to be 
hoped, with our present dead market for the 
latter, that the farmer is about convinced 
that the only alternative is to sell his cream 
instead of his butter, thereby evading a lot 
of labor in making the butter, and a lot of 
anxiety and exertion in selling it after it is 
made.
